The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no step was 
found in the combined references of freezing brined cherries in water and then rinsing 
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the cherries to remove sulfur, or of freezing brined sulfur containing cherries and rising 
to remove the sulfur. The freezing of the cherries is to soften the firm tissue of the 
brined cherries (claim 21).
